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Memorandum 

SubmiUed  to  the  Truiten  of  Queen's  University 


on  the 


Professional  Training  of  Teachers. 


Dr.  Pyne,  the  Minister  of  Educstion,  in  tlie  conclniling  Bection  of 
his  report  for  1U04,  writes  (p.  xiv) :  "Perhaiw  it  will  he  U8  well  for 
me  to  mention  at  present  only  one  question,  the  importance  of  which 
has  been  clearly  lirousbt  before  nie.  This  iiiieation-a  far  reachinR 
one— is  that  of  elevaliuK  the  status  of  the  teacher  anil  thus  making 
educational  eifort  more  effective  in  every  school,  college  and  uni- 
versity in  the  land." 

Since  that  report  was  written  the  followini;  resolution  was  unani- 
mously passed  at  a  union  meeting  of  over  300  teachers,  from  Biz 
oonntieB,  in  Ottawa  last  May : 

"The  present  system  of  training  the  teachers  of  Ontario  in 
three  distinct  and  unrelated  institutions-Model  schools,  Normal 
schools  and  Normal  college-is  too  ineffective,  without  parallel  in 
the  ease  of  other  professions,  and  iu  good  |.»rt  accountable  for  low 
salaries  and  arrested  development  in  the  raiiV.s  of  our  teachers.  The 
interests  of  our  schools  require  a  Teachers'  college  in  Eastern  On- 
tario, in  university  affiliation,  where  all  grades  of  teachers  may 
receive  their  professional  training  iu  association  with  academic 
preparation  for  the  B.A.  degree." 

Toronto  University,  sympathizing  in  some  measure  wit'i  the 
views  which  were  afterwards  expressed  in  this  resolution,  has  asked 
the  Ontario  tlovernmeut  to  establish  a  chair  of  pedagogy  in  the 
University.  The  question  of  re-organizing  the  professional  training 
of  teachers  is  thus  a  live  one,  and  also  is  of  direct  concern  to  the 
Trustees  of  Queen's.     Let  us  seek  to  prove  these  two  iwints.

A.    The  Qenerd  QuMtion. 

1.  The  .ohool,  of  the  ProTinco  aro  .livi,1.ul  iuiu  profe..ioMl  and 
non.profe».ion»l.  TUo  fiiMic  HcUo.,1,  IIIkU  School  and  University 
are  non-,.rofo»»iou«l.  MchooU  of  tboolo«y  and  medicine  are  pro- 
fe.»ional  fhe  ,,rofe.,ional  aobool,  for  the  teacher  are  the 
County  Model  School,  the  Normal  School,  and  the  Ontario 
Normal  College.  Teachers  in  rural  schools  receive  their  professional 
traininK  largely  in  the  Model  W.hool.  Teachers  in  city  public 
sehool.  have  had  a  course  in  the  iSurnial  School.  Oraduates  of  col- 
leges  and  holders  of  senior  leaviuK  certificates  go  to  the  Ontario 
Normal  College.  These  three  Kra.les  of  school  are  ,,nite  dilTerent 
from  the  throe  grades  of  the  uon-i)rofeB8ional  school.  In  the  case  of 
the  non-professional  schools  there  is  a  ladder  of  learning,  the  boy  or 
girl  passing  from  the  I'ublic  Schoil  to  the  High  School,  and  then  to 
the  University.  In  the  professional  schools  there  is  no  such  chain 
of  connection  ;  each  grade  being  in  f(ot  a  terminus  for  a  certain 
class  of  teachers.  Hence  the  three  classes  of  teacher,  are  separated 
for  life,  coming  into  contact  only  through  their  annual  institutes 
(meetings),  or  more  impeHectly  through  the  O.E.A.  (Ontario  Kdu- 
catlonal  Association),  meeting  annually  in  Toronto.  Thousands  of 
Public  School  teacher*  never  aftend  this  annual  gathering. 

2.  This  is  not  the  worst  feature  of  the  case.  Model  jchool  pnpils 
are  themselves  divided  into  unconnected  sections.  Thoy  are  tangh. 
in  6S  Model  Schools,  most  of  them  manned  by  only  one  teacher 
with  probably  a  flrst-clnsa  oertiflcato  qnalitication.  He  is  usually 
Principal  of  a  town  or  city  Public  School,  work  enough  for 
his  whole  time  and  energy,  lint  in  addition  to  that  he  must 
teach  not  only  school  management,  school-law  and  psychology 
but  also  the  proper  methods  of  teaching  all  the  branches  taught  in  a 
Pnbhc  School,  including  reading,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography 
nature  study,  etc.  All  this  must  be  accomplished  in  the  short  space 
of  fourteen  weeks  (September  to  Christmas).  Is  it  any  wonder  that 
the  professional  training  of  the  rural  school  teacher  is  imperfect  ? 

8.  There  is  even  a  worse  point-nnmely,  the  entire  severance  of 
the  professional  school  from  the  non-professional.  Teaching  is  the 
only  profession  in  which  this  break  occurs.  In  theology  and  medi- 
cine the  professional  school  is  affiliated  with  the  University,  and  the 
candidate  entering  this  school  retains  the  rank  of  a  University  stu- 
dent. In  the  case  of  the  teacher  he  is  shunted  oft'  into  an  ontuoly 
separate  pli  e,  as  though  his  training  wore  a  mtre  i.fterthought 
The  University  students  who  must  pass  through  this  course  regard 
It  as  a  strain  on  their  lito-plans  and  feel  like  changing  their  vocation 
Professor  Uoichel,  of  the  Mo»  ly  Commission,  considers  that  this 
utter  lack  of  connection  betivc  n  training  school  and  University  is 
the  weak  spot  in  our  Ontario  educational  system.    Is  it  too  much  to

salaries  of  teachers  are  low,  and  there  is  small  indnceiuent  for  any 
■ml>itious  yonng  man  to  be  a  teacher. 


B.    The  Question  as  It  Affects  Queen's. 

To  obviate  these  detects,  to  meet  the  views  of  the  teachers  al- 
ready expressed  111  the  Ottawa  resolution,  and  in  order  to  take  action 
at  the  same  time  with  Toro,,".,  University,  it  is  sn«gested  that  there 
should  be  established  in  Kin-ston  one  single  training  school,  nnder 
one  roof  and  one  manaj-emenl,  comprisinK  the  three  grail^s  hitherto 
seimrated  in  different  localities,  affiliated  with  the  University  and 
oHicere,!  by  men  representinfr  the  ihrce  f-rade:.  of  school.  The  stalf 
wonhi  thns  be  com,K,sed  of  some  professors  of  the  University,  some 
of  the  CollcKiate  teachers,  and  also  the  Modil  School  principal 
*nlly  to  e.inip  this  school  would  cost  in  salaries  perhaps  »«  OOO  or 
$10,000.  A  much  smaller  snm,  however,  wonid  snffice  to  put  the 
school  in  operation. 

Perhaps  your  attention  has  already  been  dir.icted  to  the  move 
ment  to  re-orKauize  the  Model  Schtwls  „f  the  Province,  a  movement 
now  well  nnder  way.  Last  winter  Kingston  had  such  a  reorganized 
school.
